A wide-encompassing 174 
page report on St. Albert's 
community facilities and 
services is not long off the 
presses, and it covers the 
whole gamut of facilities as 
they will fit into the City’s 
General Plan for the coming 
years. 

The hefty report, Number 
Four in a series of seven, 
takes a look at what the city 
already has to offer, and 
what it will offer in the way of 
education, recreation, pro- 
tection services, health care

vived a good number of 
years, whether or not it 
survives well into the future 
could depend on the success 
(or lack of it) of the present 
fire department. 

The report mentions ‘‘it is 
apparent that optimum fire 
protection requires a sub- 
stantial amount of financial 
support by acommuunity,”’ 
but also points out ‘‘no 
senior government assist- 
ance presently exists for fire 
departments, although a 
change could occur.”’ 

That change, the report 
indicates, could come with an 
amendment to the Fire Pre- 
vention Act, Bill 219, now 
before the Legislative Ass- 
embly. 

This bill if approved would 
allow the province to make 
regulations on minimum fire 
protection facilities, muni- 
cipal fire fighting agree- 
ments and minimum stand- 
ards. The amendment also 
makes provision for grants 
and loans toa municipality to 
provide for the whole spec- 
trum of fire fighting service. 

The report points out 
however that the passing of 
the bill could result in St, 
Albert having to meet the 
standards established to 
qualify for financial assis- 
tance. 
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West Grandin Schoolwill 
be delayed indefinitely 


The construction of the 
proposed West Grandin Sch- 
ool in District Six of the 
Protestant Separate School 
Board jurisdiction will be 
indefinitely delayed, it was 
decided at the regular 
meeting of the board Wed- 
nesday, December 22. The 
delay is due to the nature of 
the draft agreement to be 
imposed by the city of St. 
Albert which would dictate 
terms of the school’s con- 
struction, and the board's 
reluctance to accept the 
precedent-setting agree- 
ment, 

Discussion of the sensitive 
West Grandin School issue 
began with a motion by 
Buildings and Properties 
Committee Chairman Murdo 
MacFarlane that the Archi- 
tect’s contract between the 
board and Groves Hodgson 
Architects Ltd, be approved. 
Board Chairman William 


Webber commented that this 
was a standard contract and 
the motion was carried, 

In regard to the draft 
development agreement, 
Mr. MacFarlane stated that 
he had attempted to meet 
with Mayor Richard Plain to 
review the development ag- 
reement, and despite diffi- 
culties in arranging the 
meeting, they had met and

Development agreement issue: 
Is shoe on the other foot? 


It was a case of turn about 
is fair play Monday night as 
District 3 of the School Board 
discussed a request from the 
City of St. Albert to build a 
road access on a property 
line which is a common 
boundary for both the board 
and the town. The question 
was raised at the regular 
board meeting when the city 
sent a written request to 
build a driveway to their 
arena site. The access would 
be shared by both groups, on 
property adjacent to the 
Board 3 school site at 
Akinsdale at the corner of 
Akins and Hebert Road. 

In the written request the 
city stated that ‘'as we are 
well advanced in our design 
work, it would be appre- 
ciated if you could advise us 
of the Board's views as soon 
as possible."’ 

After some discussion, it 
was decided that while there 
would be no benefit to the 
board in such an access, any 
detriment caused by its 
location would have to be 
further assessed, 

Trustee Peter Freeman 
then commented that the 
issue would have to be 
examined in the light of **this 
new creature called a de- 
velopment agreement,’’ and 
suggested that Secretary- 
treasurer Ted Baldwin meet 
with the city to further 
discuss the matter, 

Trustee Ernie Howrish 
then suggested that as the 
board had not officially 
commented on the issue of 
development agreements 
between school boards and 
the city, such as the one 
imposed on District 6, that 
this was an appropriate time 
to voice their opinion. 


He pointed out that on this 
occasion it was ‘‘the council 
that is concerned about time 
restraints, then we should be 
inquiring about these de- 
velopment agreements’ and 
suggested the same situation 
applied to the town's desire 
to build an access. 

Secretary-treasurer Bald- 
win added that ‘‘It's all right 
for a school board to be ‘held 
up’ to sign a development 
agreement that is onerous or 


considered onerous, but it is 
all right for the town to send 
a little letter (saying) could 
you help us out and makea 
decision as soon as poss- 
ible."’ 

Mr. Freeman suggested in 
light of this they should wait 
to exarnine the ramifications. 
Trustee Lockert agreed that 
“we should go cautiously"’ in 
light of the development 
agreement issue. 


Youngsters with 


firearms worry RCMP 


There has been an in- 
creasing number of youths 
carrying firearms within St. 
Albert and area. The major- 
ity of these youths are under 
age to be carrying firearms. 
Section 87 of the Criminal 
Code states as follows: 

**Everyone who sells, bar- 
ters, gives, lends, transfers 
or delivers any firearm or 
ammunition to a person 
under the age of 16 years 
who is not the holder of a 
permit under which he may 
lawfully possess it is guilty of 
an offence punishable on 
summary conviction,” 

Section 82(1) of the Crim- 
inal Code describes a firearm 
as follows: 

‘‘any barrelled weapon 
from which any shot, bullet 
or other missile can be 
discharged and that is 
capable of causing serious 
bodily injury or death to the 
person, and includes any- 
thing that can be adapted for 
use as a firearm.” 

Parents are cautioned re- 
garding the allowing of their 


children to possess firearms. 
On the night of December 
23/24, 1976, three (3) CB 
radios were stolen from cars 
parked at the St. Albert Inn, 
Gainsborough Avenue, and 
in front of Westview Apart- 
ments.

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comment ensued on the 
mayor's statement that/he 
had not read the draft 
document previous to his 
meeting with Mr. MacFar- 
lane. Dr. Cuts caustically 
questioned this omission ‘in 
the light of the fact that it 
would cost the board 
“*thousands of dollars!" 

Mr. Webber questioned 
whether the board should be 
responding to the city and its 
council or to the city’s 
solicitors, as he had heard 
that the solicitors had been 
solely responsible for draft- 
ing the document. Because 
the board is responsible for 
paying these solicitors for all 
services relating to the 
agreement, Dr. Cuts rejected 
responding to them, indig- 
nantly remarking ‘‘in other 
words we should spend more 
of the ‘‘taxpayers’’ money on 
nonsense!"’ 

In further discussion be- 
tween Trustees Munro, 
MacFarlane and Webber it 
was pointed out that any cost 
estimate arising from the 
stipulations of the agreement 
would be difficult to attain 
because the wording of the 
document provided too little 
information. While Mr. Mu- 
nro pointed out that this was 
the first time such an 
agreement had been impos- 
ed on any board in the 
province and that St. Albert 
had ‘‘a very forward looking 
council,’’ Dr. Cuts objected 
to “another body imposing 
further costs in inflationary 
times, especially the cost to 
the board in legal fees."

How- 
ever Mr. Webber stated he 
thought that the matter 
should be dealt with during 
the open meeting and the 
motion to go into committee 
was defeated. 

When discussion of ten- 
ders ensued, Dr. Cuts moved 
to re-tender in the light of the 
fact that all the tenders 
submitted in November and 
December had been too high 
and that tenders submitted 
in January and February 
tended to come in lower, Mr. 
MacFarlane inquired if the 
board was immediately re- 
quired to re-tender or could 
they await the outcome of the 
development agreement is- 
sue. Mr. Webber answered 
that bids already submitted 
would first have to be 
rejected and advised against 
any premature re-tendering. 
Dr. Cuts then withdrew his 
motion to re-tender. 


FINAL DECISION 


Chairman Webber then 
moved that bids received by 
rejected because they were 
too high and because dispute 
over the agreement could 
cause indefinite delay, Mr. 
Webber informed the meet- 
ing that, even after revisions 
and reductions, the lowest 
bid was still $8,000 over the 
original estimate. Mr. Web- 
ber mentioned the contrac-

commencing the construction 
for 30 days but it was decided 
that it would be unfair to 
have the firm wait out that 
period and then be rejected 
on the grounds their bid was 
too high. 

After discussion the mot- 
ion to reject the bids 
submitted and delay inde- 
finitely any further re-ten- 
dering was carried. Mr. 
Webber further explained 
the delay saying the board 
couldn't even *‘guesstimate’’ 
when the bids could be

fire calls 
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the month of December, four 
in M.D. Sturgeon and 20 in 
the Town of St. Albert. 

Four were emergency me- 
dical aid calls and seven were 
house fires, with one car fire, 
one truck fire and one public 
service call from a party 
locked out of his home. The 
other six calls involved gar- 
bage, refuse etcetera. 

Of the seven house calls 
four resulted from improper 
use of fireplaces, two fires 
were caused by faulty furn- 
ace motors and one was 
caused by a short in electrical 
wiring on a Christmas tree, 
which resulted in extensive 
smoke damage.

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While the St. Albert Fire 
Department has 15 full time 
members and also draws on 
assistance from 12 ‘‘active’’ 
volunteers, a Public Fire 
Protection Survey rates the 
City of St. Albert as only 
seven on 10 with Edmonton 
at the much higher rating of 
three/10. The report says 
that ‘‘seven may seem poor; 
however, an acceptable fire 
protection grade for a com- 
munity the size of St. Albert 
would be in the range of five 
to seven.’’ 

Comparing St, Albert's 
rating with Edmonton, the 
report adds, ‘‘the high costs 
involved in obtaining a large 
full time force constrains St. 
Albert from obtaining a 
similar rating.” 

(For those who have not 
got this information, St. 
Albert has a 6,000 square 
foot, three bay fire hall on Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue, 
with three pumpers housed 
in the hall.) 

To keep up with the ever 
present demand for good fire 
services, St. Albert is looking 
at expanding the existing fire 
hall, or building a central fire 
Station, or building sub-sta- 
tions. Sub-stations would 
help cut the time lag between 
the Fire Department getting 
acall, responding to it and 
getting to the scene of the 
fire - with some hope of 
“saving the day,” 

Regarding more volunt- 
eers for the City fire service, 
the report points out that St. 
Albert experiences major 
difficulty here as most of the 
working population commu- 
tes to Edmonton, 

No one denies that the St. 
Albert Fire Department has a 
large area to cover; including 
the City itself and the outly- 
ing areas to ‘‘all points of the 
compass,"’ including MD of 
Sturgeon territory and the 
land beyond the Villeneuve 
Airport to the west.

Leon Krygier dies at 49 years 


Mr. Leon Krygier, owner 
of Grandin Shoppers Park, 
died on Christmas day in 
Honolulu Hawaii, the victim 
of a heart attack. He was 49 
years old. 

Mr. Krygier was born in 
1927 near the city of Lodz, 
Poland, and came to Canada 
in 1949. 

He survived the horror of 
the second world war, and 
was able to save every 


member of his family, an 
almost unparalled achieve- 
ment. 

He had grown attached to 
the town of St. Albert and 
had a great desire to 
complete the shopping cen- 
tre to today’s standards, a 
project which had been 
receiving his attention just 
prior to his death.

because of the fire agree- 
ments with the MD of 
Sturgeon and the City of 
Edmonton. The MD and the 
City (of St. Albert) have a 
truck set aside for joint use, 
while in case of a real 
emergency, St. Albert can be 
virtually sure Edmonton will 
‘jump to it’’ should, the 
sister city ever look as if it is 
going to go up in smoke. 


POLICING 


The report says St. Albert 
has a new RCMP building 
designed for policing pur- 
poses for the next 1S years. It 
houses 21 officers and five 
regular office staff. Mean- 


while the City of St. Albert 
has created the position of 
Municipal bylaw enforce- 
ment officer to help: in 
holding the line on City 
bylaws. 


EDUCATION 


Highlights in the report on 
education indicate that by 
1986 the St. Albert Public 
system will need more ele- 
mentary and junior high 
school facilities of around 
five to six classrooms. 

The report adds that by 
1986, the senior high will 
have exceeded its present 
capacity from one to six 
classrooms, ‘‘not enough to 
justify a new school.”’ 

The report says more 
(buildings) will be needed for 
the St. Albert Separate 


System by 1986 and that 
elementary needs will range 
from 32 to 45 classrooms. 
Three more 16 room schools 
would be needed to take the 
expected enrollments. 

More capacity from 20 to 
27 classrooms will be needed 
for junior high students in 
the separate system, and in 
the senior high 13 to 18 more 
classrooms are expected as 
the need. 

On higher education facil- 
ities for St. Albert, the report 
says that Grant MacEwan 
College has expressed an 
interest in locating a campus 
in St. Albert. 

Discussions are still con- 
tinuing on the possibility of 
having the Athabasca Uni- 
versity locate in St. Albert; a 
decision is expected soon on 
a permanent site for this 
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institution somewhere in the 
Edmonton area, the report 
points out. 


RECREATION 


The report lays much 
emphasis on the fact that St. 
Albert can no longer depend 
on Edmonton providing for 
the major recreation needs of 
St. Albert citizens. It ack- 
nowledges patronage of City 
(of Edmonton) recreation 
facilities, but says that 
continued, dependence on 
that city’s facilities is no 
longer in the best interests of 
St. Albert. 

The report also makes the 
observation that ‘‘St. Albert 
residents have, to some 
extent, been ‘‘over-resear- 
ched"’ by questionnaires and 
calls for attendance at public

meetings, (on recreation). 

An update on the re- 
creation scene in St. Albert, 
as provided in the report; 
shows that the Parks and 
Recreation Board recomm- 
ended a swimming pool be 
located in the Paul Kane 
High School area and that an 
arena be located in the 
Northwest sector of St. 
Albert. (The location of the 
arena was later changed to a 
site on the southeast sector). 

The report shows there is 
lack of citizen support now 
for a stadium facility. The 
Parks and Recreation Master 
Plan recommends that St. 
Albert may be ready for a 
stadium when it reaches the 
35,000 population level in the 
early 1980s. 


HEALTH CARE FACILITIES 
AND NEEDS 


The report points out the 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission has calculated 
the population of the Stur- 
geon Hospital District will 
reach 69,000 by 1981 and 
climb to 80,000 by 1986. 

Currently the actual popu- 
lation served by the Sturgeon 
General Hospital is about 
45,000; but the report also 
says more patients are using 
the hospital from the north- 
ern section of Edmonton. 

To take the stress off the 
100-bed Sturgeon General 
Hospital, the local Hospital 
Board (Sturgeon Hospital 
Board #100) has an appli- 
cation before the Alberta 
Hospital Services Commis- 
sion for an extension which 
will take outpatients or an 
ambulance service. 

The report shows that with 
an outpatient facility, more 
efficient use will be made of 


the Sturgeon General, ‘‘since 
the need for inpatient admis- 
sion will be reduced and the 
length of inpatient admiss- 
ions will be minimized.”’ 

On the Youville Home, 
which falls under the juris- 
diction of the Edmonton and 
Rural Auxiliary Hospital and 
Nursing Home District #24, 
the report says there are no 
plans for expanding the 
facility. But it adds there is a 
waiting list of 18 people who 
would prefer tolive there, At 
the time of writing the report 
said that all 162 beds at the 
home were in use. 

The report says the Stur- 
geon area can draw on the 
services of 6S ‘‘medical 
staff’’ (doctors) and adds 
that for the present there are 
no plans for the expansion of 
the Sturgeon Health Unit. 
However it adds that sub- 
stations may be needed if St. 
Albert reaches the 50,000 
mark.

THE DOUBLE EDGED SWORD OF CITY STATUS 


So St. Albert comes into 1977 as a city. 


But this is really just a change in the label at present, and 
not a great change in the contents of the jam-jar. 


As new residents come into St. Albert, they will 
undoubtedly be impressed by its historical past, its 
‘manageable size” as compared with the ‘real’ city of 
Edmonton down the road, and the strikingly attractive 
setting as the city of St. Albert nestles beneath the Mission 
on the banks of the Sturgeon River. 


Undoubtedly many residents will want growth to be held 
back so that there is a ‘‘catch-up’’ time for services to pull 
level with the expectations of a sophisticated population. 


Ironically, St. Albert remains a community without, of all 
things its own indoor theatre, a real minus in terms of a focal 
point for the city. 


With developments likely to go ahead in the spring on the 
new downtown core, the community is likely to have a heart, 
with facilities like an indoor theatre a foregone conclusion. 
Till then CITIZENS will still have to go to Edmonton to 
satisfy most of their cultural needs, and many shopping 
needs. 


There are more serious aspects to the future growth of the 
City of St. Albert. 


The mayor, in his Christmas message spoke of private 
sector annexations which if they are developed could bring 
almost another 50,000 people into the embryo city. 


Not only that, at a Municipal Planning Commission meeting 
December 21, the ‘‘Woodlands Outline Plan’’ came boldly 
out of the woodwork, a miracle from off the drawing board 
which could bring another 15,500 people into St. Albert. 


That outline plan was only an information item, but it was 
disturbing, because while it purports to maintain the 
uniqueness of St. Albert, it could have the opposite effect, 


by gobbling up prime parkland and agricultural land, which 
might be better left alone. 


Of course the presentation of the outline plan was smooth 
and slick with all the experts in attendance from MPC 
members, to Carma Developers and Rockliff Partnership 
Architects. Hu Harries and Associates showed that the 
economic impact on St. Albert would be ‘‘positive.”’ 


In any event, if the development goes ahead, it will swallow 
up over 900 acres of ravines and unspoiled land immediately 
east of Boudreau Road on commanding points above the 
Sturgeon River. 


Apart from the debate over the loss of good land to 
residential development, imagine the road systems which 
will have to be developed to cope with a burgeoning 
population to the northwest of Edmonton. 


It is doubtful if the St. Albert Transit System will be that 
much affected by some of the future developments, since 
most people will supply their own transport to get down to 
Edmonton. 


Until St. Albert can employ its own residents as it grows, the 
pattern of commuting to Edmonton will remain, with St. 
Albert remaining a dormitory community. 


The familiar patterns of single family houses and roads will 
be blocked in with a few acres of land being set aside for an 
exclusive country club near the Sturgeon River. 


Because the world at large is not a drawing board, there will 
likely be many words spoken about the plan, for and 
against, long before it ever becomes a concrete reality in the 
mid-1980s. 


With developers from far and near likely looking at the city 
of St. Albert as a prime centre for investment, no doubt 
more proposals for expansion will be popping out of the 
woodwork as the New Year progresses. 


At this rate, the spectre of a city of 100,000 people emerging 
on the limits of Edmonton which Is approaching a half 
million, will become a reality, bringing with it the social 
problems which come from developments of such 
magnitude. 


By then St. Albert will have lost much of its claim to 
uniqueness, emerging as just another in the big league of 
cities; with possibly the Kremlin paying it the doubtful 
compliment of setting aside a ‘nuke’? marked ‘‘City of St. 
Albert"’ in a silo in Siberia.

Grenadier Park: 
Developer 
vs the public interest 


In the December 22, 
1976 edition of the St. Albert 
Gazette Mr. Gerry Belke, 
spokesman for the developer 
attempting to promote a 
major expansion of Grandin 
Shoppers Mall, took issue 
with my prediction that the 
local government would re- 
fuse his request to re-zone 
portions of the land in 
Grenadier Park from Public 
Reserve to Commercial. I 
indicated to Mr. Belke that in 
my opinion the people in St. 
Albert, the Gazette and the 
local MLA who lives in the 
Grandin area would justifi- 
ably be ‘‘up in arms"’ if the 
council decided to accede to 
his request and destroy a 
number of acres of the 
Grenadier parkland, It was 
indicated that the Municipal 
Planning Commission had 
heard the presentation, con- 
sidered the merits of the 
proposal and had unani- 
mously recommended to the 
council that the parkland 
should be preserved. 

At the council meeting on 
Monday, December 20, 1976 
the developer's proposal was 
rejected (7 to 0 vote) on the 
grounds that there was a 
number of other sites in St. 
Albert which could accom- 
modate commercial expan- 
sion of the type proposed 
without negatively impacting 
the quality of residential 
living in the community or 
destroying irreplaceable 
parkland in the Grandin 
area. It was also noted the 
developer had made a similar 


proposal in March 1971 
which had been opposed by 
394 residents in the Grandin 
area both by means of 
petition and at a public 
hearing. The council of the 
day re-zoned a small portion 
of the parkland for commer- 
cial purposes, however, it 
rejected the same proposal 
that was set before council 
and the MPC in December 
1976. 
It appears that while my 
with respect 
to council’s position on this 
matter was correct, I erred in 


_ assuming that Mr. Jamison 


and his paper would support 
the position that the parkland 
should be preserved. An 
editorial insert in Mr. Bel- 
ke's letter by Mr. Jamison 
states: 

“The Gazette has con- 
sistently supported a Gran- 
din Mall extension, and Mr. 
Jamison appeared before a 
public meeting of council in 
1975, along with other 
businessmen, speaking in 
support of the mall expan- 
sion and other local business 
proposals."’ 

It seems clear from this 
statement that the developer 
has the undivided support of 
the paper and the MLA with 
respect to re-zoning portions 
of Grenadier Parkland to 
accommodate the proposed 
commercial expansion. Ex- 
pansion of the commercial 
areas requires reduction in 
the existing parkland. St. 
Albert City Council intends 
to ‘keep faith’ with the 
people in the community

WHY AN HONEST COP DIED BECAUSE OF AN OFFICE 
MISTAKE 


PARIS: When SO year old police superintendent Sosthene 
Facelina was suspected of ‘‘cooking the books”’ the toughest 
officer in France was sent to investigate. Commissaire 
Jean-Paul Mourelat, a 37 year old non-smoker with a motto 
“‘a crooked policeman must be shown no mercy,”’ had a

headquarters in Charenton in the Val-de-Marne. ‘‘] am 
here,’’ he told Superintendent Facelina, ‘‘to examine your 
accounts. The police accountants have discovered 
discrepancies covering the payment of fines and a large 
amount, of money is unaccounted for."’ 


Superintendent Facelina, a model officer three times 
recommended for bravery was astonished. ‘‘You suspect 
ME of thieving?’’ he asked. ‘‘I’ve nothing to hide ... 
examine what you like.’’ 


And a few hours later Commissaire Mourelat had to confess; 
‘I can find nothing wrong here. We will have to search your 
home.”’ 


MAIN CHANCE 


Superintendent Facelina’s house, on the outskirts of town, 
was empty. His wife was at work in the local hospital and his 
two sons were away in the army on national service. 
Commissaire Mourelat ordered the three officers he had 
brought from Paris to start the search. They pulled out 
drawers, looked under beds and even examined the 
plumbing. And the policeman under suspicion watched it all 
in growing anger. 


As the searchers prepared to move to another room he drew 
a revolver and shouted: ‘‘Damn the lot of you. You shame 
me,’’ then put the gun to his head. Horrified Mourelat flung 
himself at the angry man, clutched the hand holding the gun 
and dragged it downwards. The gun went off and Mourelat 
fell to the floor, a bullet in his stomach. 


And, before the other officers could move, Facelina once 
again turned the gun on himself and fired. He died soon 
afterwards and his last words were: ‘‘] am innocent.’* 


When his wife, called from the hospital, arrived to discover 
that her dead husband had been suspected of stealing she 
hysterically demanded that the officers continue their 
search of the house. ‘‘My husband,”’ she sobbed, ‘‘was not 
a thief."’ 


The search was completed and nothing incriminating found. 
Now the accountants at the Inspector General's Office in 
Paris have been over their figures again and have 
discovered they were wrong to suspect Superintendent 
Facelina. 


A spokesman said: ‘‘The records have been re-examined 
and it appears that an accounting mistake was made and not 
noticed at the time. It seems possible that someone made a 
mistake with the computer .., it is very regrettable.’’

Development agreements: A businesslike way of 
carrying out municipal business 


The last St. Albert Gazette 
(December 22, 1976) con- 
tained a number of comm- 
ents purportedly attributed 
to members of #3 and #6 
School Boards evidencing 
some confusion and concern 
over the draft copy of a 
develcpment agreement for- 
warded to #6 $.D. members 
by the City of St. Albert's 
solicitors, On page 6 of the 
paper an entire editorial 
column was devoted to bera- 
ting the City Council for 
requiring the #6 S.D. Board 
to enter into a development 
agreement before construc- 
tion was commenced on the 
West Grandin School. 

In my opinion the Gazette 
Editor was seemingly not 
able to understand or com- 
prehend the conditions con- 
tained in the development 
agreement and has as a 
result greatly confused the 
general public over this 
matter. Comments contained 
in the Gazette pertaining to 
requirements for street 
lights, local improvement 
levies, traffic signs, etc. that 
were purportedly required in 
the agreement are simply 
nonsensical. These items 
were not and are not 
included in the West Grandin 
development agreement. I 
have phoned the Gazette and 
requested them to contact 
the municipality in the future 
if they wish to get a clear 
explanation of relatively 
complicated municipal ag- 
reements prior to ‘‘rushing 
into print.” 


CONDITIONS ~ 


It is useful to set out the 
conditions attached to the 
development permit which 
were recommended by the 
Municipal Planning Commi- © 
ssion and approved by 
council, 

1. All parking areas and 
access driveways to be hard- 
surfaced (paved) to the 
satisfaction of the municipal 
engineer, 

NOTE: Parking require- 
ment is based on the 
requirements of 1 stall per 
classroom, library and ad- 
ministrative office. (18 re- 
quired - 18 provided) 

2. All surface and founda- 
tion drainage to be brought 
to the storm sewer on 
Grenfell Avenue to the satis- 
faction of the municipal 
engineer. 

3. All sanitary and water 
connections to be to the 
satisfaction of the municipal 
engineer. 

4. Driveway within the 
parking area to be free of all 
obstructions so as not to 
hinder fire fighting response. 

5. Detailed landscaping to 
be to the satisfaction of the 
development officer. Furth- 
er, it is expected that 
clearing of existing trees on 
the site will be minimized as 
much as possible. 

6. Fencing of the south 
boundary of the school parcel 
to the satisfaction of the 
development officer. 

7. Pursuant to Council 
Resolution (C545-76) the 
School Board is required to 
enter into a development 
agreement with the city to 
include normal requirements 
covering development ag- 
reements, 

It is useful to note that 


these conditions were esta- 
blished after the MPC had 
heard the representations 
made by the S.D. #6 architect 
and the municipality's de- 
velopment officer. School 
Board trustees were in att- 
endance at the meeting. The 
normal procedures designed 
to ensure that full and 
impartial hearings and con- 
siderations were carried out 
were given to the proposal. It 
is clear from inspection of 
these conditions that they are 
typical of a number of the 
development approvals that 
are routinely processed dur- 
ing the course of a year. In 
effect, commonsense matters 
pertaining to fire access, 
drainage, landscaping, etc. 
must be met by the School 
Board as with any other 
developer if the public 
interest is to be protected. 
The municipality is simply 
discharging its responsibility 
by ensuring that conditions 
are attached which ensure 
that these matters are dealt 
with adequately by the 
Board. 


DEVELGPMENT 
AGREEMENT 


Condition number 7 spe- 
cified that a development 
agreement must be entered 
into before development can 
proceed, The rationale for 
this requirements stems fr- 
om the fact the local govern- 
‘ment has learned from ‘hard 
experience’’ that a devel- 
opment agreement is the

can use to ensure that both 
parties have a clear and 
precise understanding of 


their respective responsibil- 


ities prior to the commen- 
cement of any project. In 
effect a development agree- 
ment is a legally binding 
business document which 
includes the following major 
items: (1) sets of standards 
and specifications pertaining 
to the design, construction 
and installation of local im- 
provements; (2) the defini- 
tion and specification of the 
specific local improvements 
which must be carried out; 
(3) sets of plans which must 
be approved by City officials; 
(4) provisions enabling the 
engineering department to 
oversee and supervise the 
construction and installation 
of local improvements; (5) 
the terms and conditions 
pertaining to the acceptance 
and transfer of local im- 
provements to the city; (6) 
off-site cost levies; (7) 
default and arbitration pro- 
visions; and (8) indemnity 
and security provisions, 

It is evident from this brief 
overview that a development 
agreement incorporates all of 
the myraid of items which 
are germane to a devel- 
opment proposal and delin- 
eates each party’s respon- 
sibilities in a sound bus- 
inesslike manner. There are 
no surprises, missing pieces 
or ‘‘tag ends’’ in a properly 
drafted and executed devel- 
opment agreement. 


DEVELOPMENT 
AGREEMENTS APPLIED 
TO SCHOOL BOARDS 


It is clear from the fore- 
going that the decision to 
apply development agree- 


ment procedures in the 
municipality's dealings with 
school boards is simply 
based on a desire to ensure 
that school developments are 
handled in a comprehensive 
businesslike manner. Devel- 
opment agreements will el- 
iminate the confusion that 
has existed in the past 
regarding the responsibili- 
ties of the municipality and 
the Boards and allow the 
construction and develop- 
ment of school facilities and 
sites to be carried out with a 
minimum of ‘‘fuss and 
bother."’ 

The agreement that was 
forwarded to #6 S.D. was 
sent in draft form to ensure 
that the school trustees and 
their administrative person- 
nel had an ample opportunity 
to query or comment on any 
of the clauses or provisions 
contained in the agreement. 
It is expected that during the 
course of future meetings 
that any outstanding ques- 
tions pertaining to this docu- 


ment will be dealt with and 
quickly resolved. 

In conclusion, it can be 
seen that the introduction of 
the development agreement 
process into the traditional 
Municipal - School Board 
discussions and negotiations 
over proposed school devel- 
opments is simply part of the 
long process of improving 
the efficiency and effective- 
ness with which public 
decision making is carried 
out in St. Albert. It is 
submitted that the local 
government would not have 
been submitted to the tirade 
unleashed in the St. Albert 
Gazette if the Editor or a 
reporter had seen fit to 
acquire some facts and infor- 
mation pertaining to this 
matter from the elected and 
non-elected officers of the 
municipality. | sincerely ho- 
pe that this course of action 
will be followed in the future.

LEDUC FACES HOSPITAL BED. SHORTAGE 


A study costing $2,500 prepared for the Leduc General 
Hospital says ‘‘there exists an imminént severe bed 
shortage’’ and that the increasing demand will continue to 


“strain ‘the emergency out-patient department. The study 


advised the hospital to begin functional planning to alleviate 
shortage of facilities. 

‘The study, presented by the Alberta Systems 
Development Group, was undertaken to gather evidence for 
a statement of need to the Alberta Hospital Services 
Commission as proof of the need for new or expanded 
facilities. It was generally agreed that increased population 
has put pressure on existing hospital facilities. 

Eight factors will be considered in formal planning of 
future hospital requirements. These include the role of a 
community hospital when it is near a large city; the fact that 
many families have family doctors in Edmonton; new 
concepts in emergency, ambulatory and out-patient 
services; implications of approval of more nursing home 
beds and the need for auxiliary hospital services; 
implications of rural growth in the county; updated 
population estiniates available January 1; implications of a 
large, non-resident industrial population using the hospital 
in the future. 

A copy of the final report will be sent to the Alberta 
Hospital Services Commission. 


SCHOOL BOARD, COUNTY ENTER AGREEMENT 


A joint use agreement has been entered between the 
County of Barrhead No. 11 and the School Board regarding 
recreation, it was announced last month. 

The agreement will permit the use of schools and school 
facilities for recreational and cultural programs. The two 
bodies will combine to obtain the $.65 per capita grant 
available. The value of the program will be demonstrated 
this winter when Barrhead Junior High students participate 
in the physical education option ski class in Jasper.

December food prices below 1975 levels 


Retail food prices this 
month are lower than a year 
ago, marking the fifth con- 
secutive month of year-to- 
year price declines, the 
Anti-Inflation Board reported 
recently. 

The AIB's ‘‘Food for 
Home Consumption’ retail 
index for the week ended 
December 10 was 1.7 per 
cent below the corresponding 
week a year ago, and was 
unchanged from a month 
earlier. The index is based on 


68 food items, monitored in 
supermarkets in 14 cities 
across Canada. 

While in the case of a few 
food items there have been 
substantial price increases or 
decreases over the past year, 
the average of food prices as 
shown by the AIB index has 
fluctuated by less than 2.5 
per cent between high and 
low periods for the year. 
During 1975, average food 
prices fluctuated by as much 
as 22 per cent between high 
and low levels.

MOVEMENTS IN RETAIL 
FOOD PRICES 


Beef, pork, poultry, fresh 
fruit and.vegetable prices are 
significantly lower than a 
year ago. Only prices for 
beverages and processed 
fruits are substantially high- 
er than in December, 1975. 

During the last four weeks 
pork, poultry, eggs, citrus 
fruit and lettuce prices have 
declined, while prices of 
raisins, processed apple pro- 
ducts, and coffee has ad- 
vanced. Butter, salad dress- 
ing and canned vegetable 
prices are also higher than 
one month ago, 

Fats and oils prices have 
increased by 0.6 per cent this 
month largely as a result of 
higher prices for salad 
dressings. This is the second 
consecutive month that fats 
and oils prices have shown 
an advance. It is apparent 
that a declining trend in 
prices that lasted for over 12 
months has been received. 

Beef prices rose by 0.7 per 
cent during the last four 
weeks. Earlier in the year, it 
was anticipated that retail 
beef prices would rise in the

The fully automatic plant 
which has a rated capacity to 
serve 2,000 people was 
designed by Stanley Asso- 
ciates Engineering Ltd., and 
constructed by Ras-Dam 
Construction Ltd. The total 
cost of this plant is app- 
.oximately $250,000. for wh- 
ich Alberta Environment 
provided a grant of $61,600. 
with the balance being 
financed by the village 
through Alberta Municipal 
Finance Corporation. 

The water flows from the 
storage reservoirs to the raw 
water well where the alka- 
linity is adjusted with carbon 
dioxide. The water is then 
pumped to the clarifier 
where alum is added to settle 
the impurities. Water then 


flows through the sand and 
anthracitic coal filters to the 
clearwell and then from there 
it is pumped into the village 
distribution system, Chlorine 
is added at the pump house 
to disinfect the water. 

The village foreman,*Raoul 
St. Jean has been busy this 
last month learning the 
methods of operation of this 
plant to ensure that the plant 
is operating at its maximum 
efficiency. 

Agnes Montpetit, the vil- 
lage secretary-treasurer has 
had the task of ensuring that 
the money was available at 
the proper times and that the 
bills were paid, 

The village residents are 
pleased with the improve- 
ment in the quality of the 
water,

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Historic day for Gibbons 


December 23 was a histor- 
ic day for the Village of 
Gibbons when 1150 residents 
drank Edmonton city water, 
while some witnessed the 
sod-turning for a $964,000 
senior citizens home. 

The installation of a 
$831,500 water line by Leduc 
Construction 7,2 miles long, 
connecting directly with the 
Northeast water line between 
Redwater and Fort Sask- 
atchewan, brought the sp- 
arkling clean city water to 
Gibbons. 

Two glasses of water in the 
village office told the whole 
story. 

One contained treated 
water from the Sturgeon 
River, which was a lot 
murkier looking than H20 
from the northeast waterline, 

Village and other local 
politicians, as well as engin- 
eers involved in the con- 
struction of the 10 inch steel 
pipe, were obviously de- 
lighted when Mayor Reg 
Austin of Gibbons, surroun- 
ded by about 40 onlookers, 
officially turned the new 
water supply on. 

Earlier Mayor Austin ter- 
med the new water supply a 
‘‘momentous and wonderful 
Christmas present’’ for the 
village. He also thanked local 
farmers for their co-opera- 
tion in providing the ease- 
ments for the line. He made

special mention of former 
Mayor ‘‘Snip’’ Loblick for his 
help in Gibbons’ big step 
forward. 

Deputy Mayor Anne Van 
Noord was unable to attend 
the line turn-on because of 
illness. 

Both Reeve of the MD of 
Sturgeon Bill Flynn and MLA 
Ernie Jamison were happy to 
attend the ceremony, com- 
plimenting the efforts of 
Gibbons residents to bring 
progress to their community. 

Mr. Jamison pointed out 
that while residens might 
have wondered if the line 
might ever come about, 87 
percent had voted for it ‘‘at 
any cost.”’ 

The long struggle waged 
by Gibbons residents to get 
top quality water into their 
community was symbolized 
when Mayor Austin turned 
the opening valve the wrong 
way. But after a quick 
recovery, Edmonton water 
was soon gushing through 
the Gibbons water mains. 

Gibbons has been trying to 
overcome its water problems 
since 1967 when it tried to 
become a member of the 
North East Water Board. 

The village was stymied in 
following this route because 
it did not have the ass- 
essment base to qualify for 
money needed in a water- 
board partnership.

Eventually, the present 
water line was engineered by 
Associated Engineers of 
Edmonton with Gene Luchka 
of Edmonton the project 
engineer and Reinhard Sch- 
utz of Calgary construction 
engineer, 

Construction of the line 
began in October 1976 with 
the first pipe on site 
November 12, 1976. 

The line is being financed 
with a $116,000 grant from 
the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. 

Although the remaining 
costs of $715,000 have to be 
paid for by the village over a 
2S year selling debenture 
period, the Government of 
Alberta's new debenture 
shielding program will help 
pay off the debt. 

Gibbons will be respon- 
sible for the first $18.74 per 
capita per annum and 10 
percent of the annual deben- 
ture repayment. The pro- 
vince will provide annual 
assistance to defer the 
waterworks debenture re- 
payments in excess of 
$18.74, 

The waterline has been 
designed to a population of 
6,000 people and can be 
increased with minor modifi- 
cations. It will also supply 
water to farmers along the

She is presently 
taking three correspondence 
courses, one in art, one in 
Children and Language De- 
velopment and the third in 
Infancy and Early Years. 
Macrame and mukluk cons- 
truction are among her 
leisure activities. The Stit- 
sen’s are involved in com- 
munity affairs as well. Mrs. 
Stitsen is president of the 
Busby Playschool, active in 
CWL and is a member of the 
Local Advisory Committee 
for Early Childhood Services.

Mrs. Stitsen said coming 
to Sturgeon General was like
